5 ee k Cjod on Y our Journey 

Growing up on the farm, I was taught many valuable lessons, for which I will 
forever be grateful. Some examples include: "Use your common sense!" 
"Don't do things half-way; do it right the first time!" "Remember to shut the 
gate!" In some way, shape, or form, these lessons just seem to keep on 
popping up in my life, and they've proved a great help over and over again. 
As a result, they've instilled in me certain values in life, some of which 
include: efficiency, foresight, hard work, discipline, perseverance, self- 
sacrifice, etc. 

Now, why do I say all this? I do so because I have at times found these values 
to actually become detrimental in my relationship with God - i.e. when I seek 
them in separation from prayer. I'm sure that none of us would call any one 
of these values negative, considered in themselves. Nonetheless, when we 
separate them from a consistent life of daily and personal prayer and 
relationship with our Living God, what results? Does our work suddenly 
become our prayer (this is the heresy of activism)? Do we become too busy to 
spend quality time in silence with the God, Who knows us better than we 
know ourselves - Who made us for Himself alone? 

It's certainly true that all we do in this short life must be for God - including 
our work; and we must work to support and provide for ourselves and our 
families. But if we're not daily plugged into the Divine Outlet of Life, Who 
alone can give us the strength and love to really change our lives and world, at 
what cost to our own salvation is such activism? "What does it profit a man to 
gain the whole world but forfeit his soul?" (Mt. 16:26) Truly, can we even call 
ourselves real Christians, if we don't pray (i.e. speak one-on-one with the One 
we claim to really love and believe in)? Can we be said to really love our 
friends, if we never speak with and vulnerably open ourselves up to them? 

In short, I offer these reflections as a friendly, loving challenge to each of us to 
grow deeper in our personal and communal relationship with our Personal 
and Communal God. And since this is absolutely impossible without that 
conversation with God, and "surge of the heart" (CCC 2558), which is prayer, 
I challenge each of us to a more intentional and consistent commitment (or re¬ 
commitment) to daily prayer. It doesn't matter where you're at, what's on 
your mind, or what you look like - God is already speaking to your heart, and 
waiting for you to listen and reply. Even though He already knows your 
heart, even better than you do. He wants you to freely choose to love Him, 
and so wants you to respond. As a pilgrim on the way with you, know of my 
prayers for you, and don't give up! Open your heart to Him, and He will 
guide you!
